THE GREAT ROBBETY. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, Oct. 28.—The police are all at sea 
in regard to the burglars who so successfully 
broke the Manhattan Bank. Thev assert that 
they have developed satisfactory facts, but it is 
believed they have nothing beyond suspicion to 
guide them. They are undoubtedly nettled at 
the affair, and alr the detectives available are 
working on the case. 

A more extraordinarily mysterious burglary 
has seldom been committed. It was skillfully 
planned and executed, and at every step the 
robbers were favored by circumstances. There 
is no explanation of how seven men carrying 
three large bags of tools could en- 
ter the building unobserved 868 8 
in the morning, and the janitor says be is cer- 
tain nobody was secreted in the building over 
night, as be made his usual investigation. It is 
probable, however, that the burglars entered 
the janitor’s part of the building before 
daybreak, and went for him immediately 
upon the night-watchman’s departure. They 
disposed of the milkman by telling him that 
the janitor had gone iato the country. 

The greatest wonder of all is how the burg- 
lars could @have departed. at half-past 9 with 
the bags of booty without being 
seen. The patrolmen were ufcommon- 
ly stupid not, to notice the shades 
were drawh up ahd a sheet of blotting-paper 
placed behind the counter wires, so as to hide 
the operations at the vault-doors. The Bleecker- 
street patrol says he stood some moments look 
ing into the bank, yet naticed nothing of these 


The course of the bank officers In intrusting 
the combination to their janitor is generally 
condemned by other bank officials, not one of 
whom would admit to such a practice. The 
oflicers say. in excuse, that their §40,000-vauit 
was never intended to de  burgiar- 
proof, but only  fire-proof. Their re- 
liance was eutirely on the inner safe. 
This proves to be an old one, patched up with 
two new compartments. These the burglars 
could not break, and in these were the securi- 
ties of President Schell and Augustus Schell, 
his brother. 

It is asserted, despite the officials’ reticenca, 
that at least sixty bank-managers in this city 
intrust the safe combinations to their jan- 
itors. 

A run on the bank seems improbable, as only 
130 of the 17,000 depositors have notified the 
bank of an intention to withdraw their accounts. 

The various tenants of the bank building say 
that suspicious-looking men have for some 
time been hanging about the premises making 
inguiries about rooms to rent. 

to losses, the bank officers sav the deposit- 
ors, with one exception, had no realizable 
valuables in their boxes, and their papers and 
securities were left undisturbed. One man 
claims a loss of $7,500 in notes. The Burglars, 
therefore, got only $11,000 in cash, and 887.500

HIS SPEECH AT TREMONT TEMPLE, BOSTON, 
LAST BVENING. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Boston, Oct. 28.—The announcement that 
Secretary Schurz would deliver an address this 
evening on the currency question was sufficient 
to pack Tremont Temple to the limit of its ca- 
pacity, while another crowd of neariy the same 
size was unable to get inside the auditorium. 
The speech was as foliows: 

In responding to the invitation of citizens of 
Massachusetts to address them on questions touch- 
ing our national finances, I cannot repress a feel- 
ing that in some respects such a thing ought to be 
superfiuous. An effort to prove by argument that 
the maintenance of our national credit by a con- 
scientious discharge of our national obligations is 
demanded by every consideration of honor as well 
as interest, and that a money of intrinsic and sta- 
ble value is preferavie to an irredeemable paper 
money whose value is the football of po litical agt- 
tation and changes from day to day,—such an ef- 
fort should be as little necessary as it would be to 
expiain toa virtuons man the merits of the Ten 
Commandments, or to demonstrate to an intclli- 
gent man the veracity of the multiplication table. 

The confusion of Ideas with regard to these sub- 
jects which prevails here and there, and which at 
present renders such argument necessary, is un- 
doubtedly owing to the fact that fog some years 
times have been hard, and that, under the sharp 
pressure of embarrassment or dixtress, the minds of 
many well-disposed men are eagerly seeking for 
means of instant relief and are thus misled by gkt- 
tering schemes which excite their imagination, but 
which, ma healthy state of society. they would at 
once reject as unreasunabie and dangerous, just as 

rsons afflicted with a painful disease are some- 

mes apt to grow impatient ata rational and sys- 
tematic cure, and then to resort to any kind of 
quackery which pretends to perform miracles.

HOFFMAN’S TWO PER CENT FEES. 
For some days the Times has been ringing 
the changes on its allegation that Maj. Hoffman 
was a defaulter to the West Town; that be had 
retained 2 per cent on collections made by him, 
giving certain fabulous sums asthe amount 
thus obtained; that he was as dishonest as Mike 
Evans, and was for these reasons an unfit man 
to be elected Shenff over Kern,—who bad made 
$30,000 a year out of the feeding of prisoners, 
and had assessed his bailifle several thousand 
dollars to cover the expenses of the present 
campaign. It was not at first deemed necessary 
to say anything in reply to these statements— 
these distortions of the truth; but, in view of 
their persistence, and of the fact that possibly 
some may be weak enough to be influenced by 
this ‘damnable iteration of lies, it is best to 
give the facts it the case and leave the voters 
to judge for themselves. 
The Revefiue law adopted in 1872 provides iv 
substance that Town Collectors shall receive for 
collecting taxes not exceeding 61.500. All fees 
in excess of that sum are to be turued over to 
the Town Treasury. The commissions are at 
the rate of 2 per cent on all moneys collected. 
At the time of the adoption of this Revenue law 
the taxes of the City of Chicago were colle ted 
by the City Collector. The various Town Col- 
lectors bad to do with simpl town, park. State, 
and county taxes. In 1875 the city for the first 
time certified te the County Clerk the amount 
it desired to raise, and for the first time had its 
tuxes collected by Town Collectors, and. appre- 
hensive that these officers, having additional 
duties imposed on them aud having 
to give additional bonds, might make some 
difficulty, the Councii by ordinance fixed the 
compensation of Town Collectors for thus 
collecting city taxes at 2 per cent of the sums 
taken in by them. Acting under thie, and also 
under a vote of the County Board turning over 
to him 2 per cent of the collections, Mike Evans 
during the winter of 1875 and spring of 1876 
collected the taxes in the South Town and re- 
ceived as his percentage, alter deducting all 
poate expenditures, $12,000 and upwards. 
he West Town Board considered the question, 
and decided to allow Mr. Hallinan, who was 
then Democratic Collector, the 2 per cent on 
money collected for the city. Substantiaily the 
same arrangement was made on the North Side. 
In the West Town Hallinan went on and re- 
ceived nearly $4,000 for bis commissions. 

The Sewing Rye Hoffwan was elected, and 
entered upon the discharge of his duties. This 
same question of the 2 per cent on city collec- 
tion came up. and Mr. Hoffman had a consulta- 
tion regarding the matter with Justices Matson. 
Scully, Sheridan, Saulsbury, and Morrison in 
the spring of 1876. They told him that, asa 
Town Board, they had nothing to do with the 
matter, and that they would do with him as 
they had done with Hallinan. Acting under this 
understanding, be went on with his collections 
during 1876-7 and 1877-’8. The total amount 
received by him as commissions on city taxes 
collected was $4,700 in 1876 and $4,600 in 1877, 
as apoears on the books. 

And now, right here perhapsis the proper 
time to call attention to the way in which the 
Times has editorially falsified this case, and 
sought to create the impression that the fees 
received by Mr. Hoffman amount to over 
$14,000, or, deducting his pay of $1,500, to 
about $11, That paper publishes the settle 
ments made by the County Treasurer with Mr. 
Hoffman in 1877 and 1878. These settiements 
or receipts give in substance the amount of 
the Collector's warrant, the amount collect- 
ed, the amount returned as delinquent, and the 
amount retained as fees on his different collec- 
tious—for city, State, county, town, and park 
taxes. The impression which the Times sought 
to convey by this was that Hoffman had re- 
ceived, and had failed to turn over to 
anybody. 814,000 in fees. If the 7imes had ex- 
amined Mr. Kimball’s account, it would have 
found that be retained $20,000 as fees, yet no- 
body claims that he ever kept that amount. 
Everybody knows that he turned over the bulk 
of it, after deducting his expenses, to the Town 
Board. The catch that the County Treas- 
urer has nothing to do with the disposition of 
the fees.

DR. BELL’S SUIT AGAINST GEORGE 
| WHITE. 

There was published in Tue Tamer last 
week in an incomplete way some statements 
concerning a suit that was commenced against 
George E. White to enjoin any transfers of 
real estate which had been traded off to him 
for stock in the George E. White Hardwood 
Lumber Company., The statement thus given 
bore beavily upon the ex-Alderman, and added 
to the general impression in the public mind 
that he was an unfit man to represent the First 
District in the State Senate. That impression 
will be intensified upon. becoming acquainted 
with the full story of this peculiar transaction. 

According to the statements made by Arthur 
Bell. officing in the Major Block and living at 
Brown’s Hotel, he became acquainted with 
George EK. White and had a proposition 
made to him by that individual to ex- 
change some valuable lands which he 
owvel in Fulton County, worth over 
$30,000, for a controlling interest in the 
George E, White Hardwood Lumber Company. 
It was represented to him that the stock of that 
concern was worth $50,000, the assets which it 
represented consisting of lumber on hand, aud 
notes for lumber purthased, given by responsi- 
ble parties, to tbe amount of about $18,000. On 
this flattering showing, Mr. Bell consented, he 
saya, to trade his 830,000 in Fulton County lands 
for two-thirds of the stock of the corporation, of 
which be was made Secretary. The bargain was 
consummated, the lands were deeded, and he be- 
caine the owner of the stock. 

Upon beginning au investigation ot the affairs 
of his new jnvest ment he found, he says, that 
be had been grossly imposed upon. The lum- 
her which it was stated to mim was in the yard 
of the concern had 2 existence, or was repre- 
sented by a small ofl insignificant quautity. 
Upon examining inig the notes purported to be 
given him in the pufchase, be found, he asserts, 
that no such individuals existed as the signers. 
Instead of their Ua, as Was represented to 
him. persons Of pespiusibility, amply abie to 
meet all their engage@rents, they were myths, 
persons who simpiweiién’t exist. 

He became seriowsi~®armed at this state of 
affairs, and began ining more closely into 
the books of the cbudern. He alleges that be 
discovered DO atization that the books 
had been tamp c „ bad been erased, 
altered, salted,—tha’ . rauduleut set of books 
had been made tora month or so prior to the 
time wben he bought,inte the concern, that one 
particular book bach been written up so as to 
show large sales ands heavy profits in order to 
induce him to believeithat the concern was in a 
healthy state, doif@‘a large business, and 
realizing big and prompt returns. Every step 
which be took in ehe investigation of affairs 
showed him, he say tthe whole concern was 
rotten, that it had n stence except in the 
form of stock certificates, that there was no 
lumber, there were ng notes, there had been no 
sales, there was absolgtely nothing, and he had 
traded off his Fulton County lands for some 
pieces of paper purporting to bestock in a mere 
shell. After having made those alarming dis- 
coveries, he at once Med a bill in Fulton County 
to enjoin White and "his associates, of whom 
Hildreth is believed t be one, from making any 
transfers of those lands. In this, however, he 
is believed to have Deen too late, and that a con- 
siderable quantity, at least, of the real estate 
had already been deeded to third parties. 

These statements thus made by Dr. Bell and 
set forth in court provéedings ought to be read 
with attention by the Republican Executive 
Committee and by the voters of the First Sen- 
atorial District. They should bear in mind that 
the previous references to this case, published 
in Tur TRIBUNE, have never been answered by 
Mr. White, and — consider in the ligut of 
that silence whether pe is a safe man to send to 
the State Senate.

Yesterday morning the Republican Executive 
Committee took up the First Senatorial District 
case.

Vesterdav morning while Judge Drummond 
was engaged in hearing a case in bis chambers, 
the proceedings were somewhat suddenly inter- 
rupted by the appearance of Mr. W. H. Condon, 
Greenback and Independent candidate for Con- 
gress ip the Second District, who was backed by 
a considerable number of his political support- 
ers. Without any delay, Mr. Condon proceeded 
to inform the Court that he considered the 
Greenbackers were entitled to have a part of 
the Supervisors of Election chosen from their 
number. There wascertain districts where the 


Greenback party was predominant, and it was 
only just that they should have representatives 
to watch their interests. They amounted in 
number to one-third of the Democrats. In the 
district where Kehoe resided the speaker claim- 
ed he should have a special number of Super- 
visors. Condon then proceeded to denounce 
the Democratic party. He said the Democrats 
woula not allow. the Greenbackers fair play.

Notwithstanding the rise in foreign exchange 
rates, the movementof gold to this country still 
continues. The receipts from France ate heavy. 
The Canada on Wednesday brought $450,000 in 
gold com from Havre, and the Lessing $350,000 
from the same place. ‘These $800,000 are an in- 
stallment of the N. 000. 000 recently reported as 
shipped to pay for French purchases of American 
breadstuffs. A German steamer on Friday brought 
in $510, 000 in gold. 

This is merely in the beginning of the 
season of foreign purchases to meet the 


European deficiency of breadstuffs and the 


The general term provisions is annually 
enlarged by the new items included in it. 
The list of articles falling under that com- 


*mercial classification now includes: Bacon 


and hams, beef, fresh and salted, cut meats, 
butter, cheese, condensed milk, eggs, fish, 
dried, smoked, fresh, pickled, and canned, 
lard, preserved and canned meats, fresh mut- 
ton, oysters, pickles and sauces, pork, onions, 
potatoes, vegetables, canned and otherwise 
preserved vegetables, besides live cattle, 
sheep, and hogs. Tallow, of which there 
are about $8,000,000 worth exported, is not 
included, nor are fowls, ice, fruits, rice, 
sugar, or sirups. 

In the annual account of our exports of 
domestic products the increase of the value 
of breadstuffs and provisions is steady and 
large. The magnitude of this increase dur- 
ing the last ten years may be thus seen. We 
give the export values 6f 1868 and 1878:

We have, during the term beginning in 
1860 and ending in 1878, imported very 
largely. Even in 1860 we imported more 
than we sold by twenty millions of dollars. 
During the War the excess of imports was 
large, amounting to 157 millions, and during 
the period just before the panic, when the 
credit system got wild andthe ‘‘ prosperity” 
of credit was at its hight, we bought largely, 
paying for it in bonds. Taking a few years 
before and after that panic will illustrate the 
past and the present state of our foreign 
trade. We give only the transactions in 
merchandise :

It required nearly all the immense surplus 
of 1877 and 1878 to equalize the excessive 
credit purchases the country made during 
the speculative craze of 1872 and 1873. The 
modern statesmen of the fiat-money persua- 
sion insist that, when we were buying in 1872 
and 1873 400 millions of dollars beyond our 
means to pay, that was a season of ‘ pros- 
perity”; but that, in 1877 and 1878, when 
we are able to sell 400 millions of dollars 
more than we bought, the season is one of 
such desperate hard times that the 
Goverament must issue ai decree 
authorizing a general sponging out 
of all debts without payment. During 
the same eighteen years we sent abroad an- 
pually from forty millions to eighty millions 
dollars of gold more than we received; in 
1877 we sent only fifteen millions, and in 
1878 less than four million dollars in excess 
of receipts. For the present year the ex- 
po f merchandise, in excess of imports, 
promises to bo greater than last year, while 
the receipts of coin and bullion will be large. 
ly in our favor,—something which has not 
happeved but once in twénty years. 

During the year ending June 30, 1878, we 
bonght generally less of all things than we 
did in 1873, and this reduction included fif- 
teen millions of dollars less of manufactured 
cotton, nine millions less of linen goods, ten 
millions less of silks, twelve millions less of 
woolen goods, about sight millions less of 
dress goods, and over fifty millions less of 
iron and steel. In 1872 we bought nearly 
twenty million dollars“ worth of railroad 
iron, and last year less than six hundred dol- 
lars’ worth. 

We are now producing all we need for 
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increasing foreign demand for provisions.

ticket. He hardly thought Mr. Crarx the 
strongest man in the district for Senator, 
but, nevertheless, he would withdraw his 
own name and support him. So far, so 
good, and the Committee rejoiced that the 
thing was settled at last. 

The new candidate shortly afterwards put 
in an appearance before the Committee, and, 
with some excitement of manner and a 
flushed face, he informed the Committee 
that he could not acceptthe nomination. He 
gave a variety of inconsequential reasons, 
but peremptorily declined the proffered 
honor, pretending that he preferred the nom- 
ination for the Lower House. 

The fat was all in the fire. CLank de- 
clined ; Warre would decline in favor of no 
one else; nothing could be done with him, 
and he was allowed to remain on the ticket, 
with all the damning information about him 
in the possessidn of the Committee. 

Now for the sequel: Shortly after Ciarx’s 
refusal of the Senatorial nomination, that 
gentleman met Col. Tarton, and, when 
asked what it meant, and why he declined, 
he made a clean breast of it, and confessed 
to Col. Tarron that Wurrse, after he had 
withdrawn (or before it, we forget which), 
went to CLaxk and told him it would be dis- 
honorable and ungrateful on his (CLank's) 
part to accept the Senatorial nomination ;

THE ARGUMENT OF FORCE. 
The following extract from one of the so- 
called Greenback tracts fairly represents the 
main purpose of the Nationals and that 


ing and encouraging them: 

For the creation of an absolute Greenback money 
that shall be PERPETUAL MONSY OF THE UNITED 
Srates and always a full legai-tender for the pay- 
ment of debts, ONE DOLLAR OF MONEY ALWAYS TO 
PAY ONE DOLLAR OF DEBT. Then the demand will 
be the payment of every United States bond and 
ciaim against the Géneral Government in this abso- 
— money, thus forever wiping out the national 
debt. 


This demand involves (1) the repndiation 
of private debts, and (2) the repudiation of 
the public debt. The men who advocaté this 
double scheme of repudiation seem to assume 
that the Government has the power to carry 
it out; but this assumption is entirely un- 
warranted by either law, or morality, or ex- 
perience. 

As to the first proposition, we have argued 
often enough that the Government cannot 
create money. The question is whether it 
can compel men to accept as money in full 
discharge of debts certain pieces of paper 
which are never to be redeemed in anything 
of real value, and which make no promise or 
pretense of such redemption. All the pri- 
vate debts of this country were contracted 
upon a basis of gold and silver, and Govern- 
ment promises to pay gold and silver. The 
Government notes and National Bank notes 
redeemable in Government. notes have now a 
value, and had a value at the time existing 
debts were contracted, by reason of a double 
pledge on the part of the Government, 
—first, that the Government would pay 
or redeem its notes; and, secondly, that 
its notes should never exceed in volume 
a limit of $400,000,000. To offer in dis- 
charge of debts contracted on such a basis 
scraps of paper which are not promises to 
pay, and which will be worthless by reason 
of their irredeemability and inconvertibility 
into anything else, involves a wholesale 
breach of contract. It is true that there is 
nothing in the written Constitution of this 
country which prohibits Congress from pass- 
ing laws abrogating contracts (though the 
States are expressly forbidden to do so), but 
such prohibition is a cardinal principle of 
the unwritten law of civilization and morali- 
ty, and it could not be stronger if it were 
expressed tenfold in the written Constitu- 
tion. the Democrats, who compose 
the great ity of those in favor of fat 
money, have always contended and have 
even fought for the theory that the powers 
of Congress are limited to those expressly 
granted to Congress by the written Cost 
tution. If that doctrine is correct,“ then 
Congress can only interfere between’tred- 
itor and debtor to the extent of passing 
uniform laws on the subject ef, bank- 
ruptcies throughout the United States; but 
a bankruptcy law implies the & of 
the property of the bankrupt *fyre he can 
2 a discharge from hig.

The second part of the proposition is to 
wipe out the national debt” by the 
payment of every United States bond and 
claim against the General Government in 
this absolute money.” This involves the 
right of Congress to pass a law repudiating 
all Government obligations, By so-called 
payment in scrip, which is never to be re- 
deemed, the Government would wipe out of 
existence not only the bonds but the present 
greenbacks, for the latter, though bearing 
no interest, are promises to pay and a part 
of the public debt. The greenbacks are now 
‘worth within one-eighth of 1 per cent as 
much as gold; the bonds are worth par in 
gold or more than par. An enforced substi- 
tution of fat paper for the entire line of 
public indebtedness would be rank and total 
repudiation. The promise to pay which 
every greenback contains was a promise to 
pay in coin, because there was no other 
money than coin known to commerce or 
recognized by law at the time the greenback 
was issued. We have shown repeatedly that 
every Government bond was made 
payable in coin,—even the .5-20 bonds, 
since the act authorizing their issue 
expressly provides the means for raising a 
coin revenue with which to establish a sink- 
ing-fund for the gradual extingnishment of 
the debt thus created. Moreover, nearly 
every bond now outstanding represents an 
investment of par in gold at the hands of the 
present holder. All the 5 per cent, 44 per 
dent, and 4 per cent bonds were paid for in 
coin at par by those who bought them from 
the Government. Of the bonds originally 
sold by the Government at less than par, 
two-thirds have actually been redeemed and 
canceled by means of the sinking-fund and 
the substitution of new gold bonds at a low- 
er rate of interest. Besides, these War bonds 
have all been at and above par for ten years, 
and we venture that not 1 per cent of those 
outstanding were purchased by the present 
owners at less than par. There is no mis- 
taking the proposition to pay the national 
bonds and greenbacks in irredeemable at 
scrip for anything but total repudiation, and 
there is no theory of law or morals that sanc- 
tions such a proceeding. 

There remains, then, the single element 
of force, on which the fiat party must rely 
for carrying out the programme of public 
and private repudiation involved in their 
currency scheme. Can this party command 
the force that will be necessary to this end ? 
Where will they get their constabulary, and 
where recruit their armies? ‘They appear to 
ignore the vast cohorts of people whose 
interests will induce them to array themselves 

against this scheme of repudiation. Let us 
enumerate some of the classes. The entire 
** capital ” class will resist, and this includes 
the great majority of employers, with all 
the influence they exert over the men whom 
they supply with the work on which the 
latter exist. All men who are out of debt 
and have property; all men who are in debt, 
but whose property amounts to more than 
their liabilities; all men who depend 
upon pay for their labor to live and 
support their families; all men who have a 
deposit in bank; all men, women, and chil- 
dren who have something laid by in a sav- 
ings-bank; all persons wlio have au insurance 
policy on their lives or property ; all those 
who have employment fram banks, insurance 
companies, trust institutions, manufactories, 
and commercial pursuiig that depend upon 
the maintenance of publie and private credit, 
every individual of Wi these classes will 
fight against, but not for, the proposed re- 
pudiation. A large rity of the very 
people who now labor under the delusion 
that an inflation of ihe currency by any 
means is desirable will be the first to rebel 
the moment they see that the scheme of fiat 
money involves universal bankruptcy; and 
as this scheme can only be carried out by 
superior physical force, the promoters will 
find themselves defeated on their own ground. 


THE CHICAGO TIMES’ MOLLY MAGUIRES. 

The Chieago Times follows up its infamous 
attacks upon the Irish with another which is 
still more outrageous, and which has already 
created intense indignation among the peo- 
ple of that nationality. In its issue of Sun- 
day it devoted nearly a page to the pretended 
exposition of a foreign secret society of the 
Molly Maguire sort, the membership of 
which is alleged to be made up mainly of 
Irish Democrats, and in its Monday’s issue it 
reverts to the subject again by calling atten- 
tion to it m a leading editorial, and again de- 
nouncing the Irish. The substance of this 
Chicago Times invention is that the society 
is an organization of Irishmen, bound to- 
gether by solemn oaths and provided with 
signs, grips, and passwords, whose object is 
to kill, destroy, and lay waste, like the Mollie 
Maguire Order in Pennsylvania. ‘‘ This 
band of free lances,” says the Times, pro- 
poses to control by fraudulent votes, stuffed 
ballot-boxes, caucus rows, beatings, and, if 
in the end it grows strong enough for 
that, by brazen intimidation. These 
are the expressed plans of thugs and 
bummers, formulated in haunts of vice and 
approved by kindred rascals without a cent 
to their names or a whole shirt to their 
backs.” It states that 85 per cent of its 
membership is made up of Irish Democrats, 
and then in the next breath declares that 
** vagrants, thieves, thngs, shoulder-hitters, 
and ruffians of every class are the men who 
compose the majority of the membership.” 

How do the Irish Democrats of Chicago 
like this? How do they relish being called 
‘‘vagrants, thieves, thugs, shoulder-hitters, 
and ruffians”” by Kern’s organ? 

It does not mitigate the infamy of this 
charge that the pretended secret society is a 
pure invention of the Chicago Tunes. 
Knowing the falsity of the story, the Irish 
will all the more quickly resent the epithets 
and degrading aspersions cast upon them, 
and they will make that resentment felt 
upon the 5th of November in a manner that 
Kern and his organ will have no difficulty in 
understanding. 

There is undoubtedly in Chicago a riff-raff 
of persons hanging upon the skirts of parties 
seeking to control votes corruptly and to 
blackmail cAndidates. That riff-raif is to be 
found in every large city, and is beginning 
to appear in small towns. It is an undesira- 
ble element of American politics, and will 
continue to be so until some method is found 
of eliminating 1t.° Thus far there can be no 
denial ; but that the majority of the Irish 
Damocrats of Chicago, the majority of Irish 
voters who are supporting Mr. Kesor, are 
leagued dogether in any such raw head and 
bloody ‘bones society as the Chicago Times 
charges, is the most infamohs libel that that 
paper has ever issued against the Irish—and 
it has issued a great many.

THE OUTRAGE UPON OUR FISHERMEN. 

The assault upon American fishermen by 
the people of Newfoundland ought to bring 
this whole fishery business to a head, so that 
there may be a clear understanding as to our 
rights in Canadian waters, and an equally 
clear understanding whether treaty rights 
can be violated with impunity. The assault 
was as aggravated as its justification by the 
English Government is hasty and inde- 
corous. Under cover of a local ordinance 
forbidding the catching of mackerel on Sun- 
day, the American fishermen were driven 
from their stations, their property was de- 
stroyed, and their business broken up. A 
British naval offices. was sent to investigate 
the assault, and reported that this grave in- 
fraction of international rights. guaranteed 
by treaty was justified because the fishermen 
were violating a local law of the island. His 
report was accepted and adopted at once by 
the English Government, and formally com- 
municated to our own as the expression of 
its views. 

The assurance, not to sayinsolence, of this 
complacent operation is properly resented by 
our own Government, which has informed 
the Marquis of Satissury that the question 
whether American fishermen, pursuing their 
business under the terms of a solemn treaty, 
are liable at any time to have their property 
and business destroyed because of local 
regulations, not included in that treaty, 18 
altogether too important a matter to be 
settled upon the mere report of a naval 
officer. The action of the English Govern- 
ment is all the more odious because the time 
fixed under the Halifax award for paying 
over the money ordered by that award will 
expire on the 24th of November ensuing. 
The money is on deposit in London, and, 
with the prospect of payment so near, the 
Government evidently assumes that it can 
afford to risk the effect of an indignity like 
that recently offered, 

The American people have stood all they 
are going to stand in the way of snub from 
Canada and Great Britain, and they will look 
to the Administration to bring this matter 
promptly and sharply before the British 
Government, and have it definitely settled so 
that our fishermen shall not be molested im 
their treaty rights by every petty ordinance 
the people of Newfoundland may see fit to 
enact. Under the treaty stipulations they 
have the right to fish anywhere at any time, 
and the Government must demand that this 
right shall be respected, whatever relations 
may be prejudiced by it. There has been 
trouble enough, and the American people are 
not in the mood to have any more. They 
demand to have this question and every 
other that can be raised setiled now and 
forever, 80 that the people of the 
Dominion cannot violate our rights 
by quibbles and evasions or by local legisla- 
tion which supersedes international law. It 
is foolish for either England or Canada to re- 
open the question now and provoke a con- 
flict, for the one result will follow the other 
just as surely as night follows day. The 
American people have been trifled with until 
they have lost their patience, and they will 
stand nothing more. without striking back 
and striking back hard. The five-million. 
dollar verdict against them was bad enough 
of itself without having further indignities 
piled on top of it. One of these days, if the 
English and Canadians do not satisfactorily 
settle things, the knot will be cut in such a 
sharp and surprising way that there will be 
no trouble afterwards. They are in about as 
good a position to insult us as the Ameer 
was when he insulted England, and we are 
fully as able to resent and punish an insult 
as England is in the case of the Ameer. En- 
gland is not in a position, and Canada least 
of all, to trifle wlth us any further, and we 
are not in the mood to be trifled with. In 
the cas¢ of the American fishermen whose 
rights were invaded, we are not only enti- 
tled to redress, but the people will look to 
tlie Government to exact the fullest measure 
of apology and compensation, with guarantee 
for the future. John Bull and his colonists 
across the border might as well realize that 
this Government will not allow its fishermen 
to be disturbed in any of their rights, and 
the sooner they realize it the better it will be 
for them and their interests. 


No good man or woman will object to the

The oldest house in America stands in South- 
old, L. L, and from the date of its erection in 
1639 has been in continued occupation down to 
the present time.

A GREAT SCARF.

St. Lotis, Oct. 28.—At 11 o’clock to-night 
fire broke out ip the kitchen of the Olive Street 
Hotel, at the corner of Second and Olive streets, 
causing the wildest confusion among the inmates, 
who, being aroused by the police, scampered 
out’ like rats from a burning barn, and 
collected upon the sidewalks iu the vicinity, 
shivering in their night-dresses until the fire 
was completely extinguished.

a THE COURTS. 


Two Important Decisions Relative to Land- 
Titles ana Bankruptcy. 

Judge Blodgett delivered two opinions yesterr 
day*morning. One was in the case of John A. 
Elliott vs. George A. Sackett and others. The 
bill charged that complainant agreed to pur- 
chase a piece of property subject to a trust-deed 
for $9,000, but by mistake the deed was made as 
to make Elliott assume the payment of the 
$0,000 incumbrance. ‘The answer denied et 
plicitly that any mistake was made. 

Judge Blodgett, in deciding the case, said 
the proof showed that a contract was first 
drawn with a provision that Elliott should as- 
sume the indebtedness, but he refused to agree 
to it, and another contract was made by 
Sackett's agent, for the sale of the property 
for $15,000 aud otber real estate subject to the 
trust deed. Sackett’s instructions to his agent 
were to sell and bave Elliott assume the in- 
cumbrance, and when be (Sackett) made out 
the deed he inserted the provision that Elliott 
should a&’sume the incumbrance. When the 
latter received the deed, as it appeared, he did 
not read it through, but only verified the de- 
scription of the property. No representations 
were male to him that could throw him off his 
guard. Sackett subsequently sold the lots con- 
veyed to him as part payment of the tract cou- 
veved to Elliott. 

The Judge said a court of equity 
would reform a deed, when the parties 
could be placed in statu quo, as when 
by inadvertence or mistake it failed to 
express the intention of both parties. But in 
the present case it did not appear that Sackett 
admitted the deed was in any respect erroneous, 
or in need of reformation, The case of mutual 
mistake had been shown. The Court could not 
reform the deed when it was impossible to re- 
turn the lands interchangeably conveyed. The 
misconstruction of the, legal effect of the term 
used in a contract did not give a right to relief, 
as that Wasa matter of law, and not of fact. 
The original bill would therefore be dismissed 
for want of equity, but the crogs-bill retained, 
to allow a decree of foreclosure. 

HOLLISTER & GORHAM, 

Judge Blodgett also decided the petition of 
EK. F. Hollister to be made party to 8. II. Gor- 
ham’s petition to be declared bankrupt. It 
seems that Hollister and Gorham had been 
partpers together from March, 1875, to March, 
1878. At the latter date Hollister and J. F. 
Dwight, a special partner, assigned all tneir in- 
terest in the firm to Gorham, on the condition 
that he apply the firm assets to payment of firm 
debts. In — last Gorham went into pank- 
ruptcy, scheduling the firm debts at $73,000 and 
assets $57,000, and subsequently offer- 
ed com promise at 30 cent, 
which was rejected. July 18, Hollister 
filed a petition to be made party to this 
bankruptcy petition charging that Gorham was 
attempting to pay individual! liabilities with the 
tirm assets,and asking that the firm be declared 
baukrupt. Aug. 15 Hollister filed another sep- 
arate petition, askiug To have tue firm declared 
bankrupt, and onthe same day Gorham’s As- 
siguee filed a petition in the Gorham case, ask- 
ing to have the firm adjudicated, so he could 
reach some firm assets. ug. 31 au involuntary 
petition was filed against the firm by certain 
creditors, 

Several points have been raised, but the prin- 
cipal one was whether Hollister should be made 
a party to the Gorham petition. The Judge 
held that, as long as there were undistributed 
partnership assets aud debts, the firm hav- 
ing them might be adjudicated bankrupt. 
Gorham, when he filed his petition, could 
have asked to have the firm adjudicated, 
aud creditors could have made the same request 
ou involuntary petitions filed. Hollister then, 
of course, had a corresponding right himself to 
ask to have the firm declared baukrupt. His 
liability on the partnership debts was not ex- 


to 


. tinguished, and he therefore had the right to 


invoke the aid of the Court, both for the pur- 
pose of obtaining bis own discharge and also to 
protect the firm creditors. Gorham’s rcfusal to 
join him could not deteat his right, and, when 
he made known to the Court by his petition 
sufficient facts to shot he ought to 
have been joined in the proceedings 
by which Gorham attempted to bring 
the partnership assets and creditors into court, 
he would be made a party. As between himself 
and the firm creditors, Hollister could not 
estop himself by any dealings with Gorham 
from any duty he owed the creditors, or from 
saying there were partnership assets. The ex- 
ceptions to the Register’s report, which refused 
Hollister’s petition, would therefore be sustain- 
ed, and an order entered allowing Hollister to 
be made party to the Gorham petition, and ad- 
judicatang Hollister and the firm bankrupts, 
TUB SEA FORCIBLE DETAINER CASE. 

A few weeks ago the Connecticut Mutual 
Lite-Insurance Company entered up judgment 
by confession in forcible entry and detainer 
avainst one of its tenants, Sidney W. 
Sea, who occupied No. 4 Park row. 
S:renuous objection was made to the en- 
try of the judgment, but after hearing 
exhaustive arguments onthe question Judge 
Blodvett decided that a party could agree to 


allow judgement to be entered up against bim- 


self as well in forcible detainer as for a debt 
due, aud awarded a writ of restitution. An 
appeal was then asked but disallowed, because 
the tenant had in his confession expressly 
agreed not to prosecute any appeal. An appli- 
cation was then made to Judge Drummond for 


a writ of error and a supersedeas, and more ar- 


gumenfs were bad betore him. 

Yesterday morning the Judge decided to give 
the writ of error ou certain conditions. He 
said that he could see that there was a question 
which the defendant, Sea, probably was enti- 
tled to have passed on by the Supreme Court 
of the United States. The point was 
whetber a warrant of attorncy could be 
given for confession of jadement for any other 
than a money judgment. After referfing to the 
authorities cited on the argument, he said he 
could not see anyreason why a judgment should 
pot be confessed in such an action as the pres- 
ent, as well as iu avy other case: but, as the 
point was made, he thought the defendant had 
a right to the opinion of the Supreme Court on 
it. He would therefore approve the bond of- 
ferea on the application for writ of error on the 
condition that the parties agreed that the bond 
should not operate as a supersedeas without a 
further order to that effect from the Supreme 
Court or some one of the Justices. That the 
defendant should make bis application therefor 
to the Supreme Court, the complaivant agrce- 
ing on the other band that a reasonable time, 
suv sixty days, within which such application 
should be made, and that it would not take any 
further steps within that time under its judg- 
ment. 

THE TOWN OF LAKE CASE. 

The case of Monroe N. Lord and others vs. 
the Town of Lake, A. B. Condit, and others, 
was yesterday distnissed by Judge Moore for 
want of equity. The bill charged that Condit 
and the other officers of the Town of Lake 
were conspiring together to defraud the tax- 
pavers; that they had collected illegal commis- 
sions and pay for their service; that Condit had 
not kept proper books, lad failed to account for 
all moneys received, and, generallx, that the 
officers bad grossly abused their trust. A de- 


murrer was filed on the ground that a court of 


equity had no jurisdiction, 

Fades Moore, after hearing the argument on 
the demurrer, decided that, if the allegations of 
the bill were true, they only showed that Con- 
dit had failed to turn over all the funds proper- 
ly belonging to the town, and for such failure 
l ion at law was the proper remedy. The

FINANCIAL. 

Gold was steady all day at 100%. The anticipat- 
ed export has not yet begun. Gold has been arriv- 
wg in considerabie quantities from Paris, and 
preparations are being made in England for remit- 
ting gold to this country when the movement of 
cotton and,breadstuffs begins in earnest. 

Tue older issues of Governments, the 6s of 1881 
and the Gs of 1867, are stronger than the rest of 
the list. presumably on account of the slower sub- 
scriptions to the 4 per cents.

Offerings of 
commercial bills were small, though there are in- 
dications in advices received by Board-of-Trade 
dealers of a renewed European demand for grain 
and provisions. The financial situation on the 
other side does not prove to be as threatening as 
it appeared at first after the bank failure. The 
distrust of the immediate future which led to the 
countermanding of orders for cotton and bread- 
stuffs is giving way to a more hopeful spirit. But, 
pending the reopening of trade, thé foreign ex-

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MINING FRAUDS. 


An Interesting Chapter on the Gul- 
libility of Successful Busi- 
ness Men. 


How Col. Tichenor, of Little Rock, 
Fixed Up His Arkansas Gold 
Mines, . 


** Salted ” Ores that Assayed Fab- 
ulous Amounts in Solid 
Bullion. 


Gold Filings and Chloride of Gold Incor- 
porated with Chunks of Olay. 


Several Prominent Chicago Men Taken 
in and Done for by a Sharper. 


Hurried Flight of the Scamp on the 
Detection of His Frauds. 


A year ago last July, or thereabouts, a gentle- 
man made his appearance in this city with a 
mine to sell. There was nothing unusual in 
this simple circumstance, for scores, nay hun- 
dreds, of persons ov the same mission had pre- 
ceded bim; but the only difference *twixt him 
and them was that his particular mining prop- 
erty was not theirs and theirs not hie. There- 
fore be came and went and excited little or no 
curiosity, and it is presumabie that he was 
laughed at, just as otber mining speculators 
have been and still are when they attempt to 
place their fabulously rich enterprises before 


the public. At all events, he was in 
every sense of the word a mining 
specuiator, and ever ready to make 


known to those with whom he came into con- 
tact that he had the biggest thing; the most 
stupendous speculation; the most fabulously 
rich mine that ever went begeing for invest- 


ment. 

The name of this man was Anson C. Tichenor; 
to be in fashion; he sported the prefatory 
title ot Colonel; “ and it was generally known 
that he hailed from Littie Rock, Ark. He made 
bis headquarters at the Paimer House, having 
his family nere with him a portion of the time. 
As the Palmer House is the rendezvous for men 
with schemes; promoters,“ or men whose 
business it to bring together men 
with schemes and men who want to 
invest in schemes, and on which they claim per- 
centage of all moneys realized; mining specu- 
lators, men looking for bonanza opportunities ; 
financial scalpers of every description; as the 
hotel in question is the centre of these specu- 
lattve congregations,—good, bad, and indiffer- 
ent,—Col. Tichenor recognized the fact that this 
was bis best cruising-ground, and at once began 
beating around. 

It apvears that he had control, or 60 pro- 
fessed, of an old silver-mine, about eight miles 
north of Little Rock, and known as the Kellogg. 
This had been worked for a number of years 
for silver, and during the War, al- 
though active operationa were suspended 
by the mining company, the Con- 
federates worked the lode for lead with 
which to manufacture bullets, and got out da- 
lena ore in sufficient quantity to provide a suf- 
ficient supply of death-missiles. Tichenor, as 
soon as he had succeeded in making the acquaint- 
ance of parties in this city, began to talk up the 
beauties of the Keliogg Mine, and offered ta let 
in favored parties at strictly “pottom prices, 
when the fact was taken into consideration that 
it was simply “enormous” in richness. There 
was living in Chicago at that date,—July, 1877, 
—and still resides here, Maj. J. M. Murphy, an 
Arkansas gentleman, who had come bere to rev- 
resent the interests of that State, and who nat- 
urally took much pride io making known any- 
thing that would serve to favorably advertise 
the ſuterests be had in hand. Murpay had made 
the acquaintance of Tichenor, knew the prop- 
erty be had in tow, and was satisfied 
that it was a good mine, not a fabdu- 
lously rich lode to be sure, but silver 
had been taken out ot it, and there 
was no reason why it sbould not produce 
something in the Hoe of argentiferous yields in 
the future as well as it had ju the past. The 
result was that Lichenor was Ar 
with Matthew Laflin. of Chicago, Who was anx- 
tous to drop a little money where it would 
make a large and quick return. The beauties of 
the Kellogg Mine were taiked up to Laflin so 
plausibly that this gentleman finally concluded 
to take a half interest on a basis of $30,000, 
subject to an incumbrance of $50,000 due the 
Memphis, Tenn., owners. On this option Laflin 

ut uo $1,000 cash, and was to pay the balance, 

14,000, out of the mine, on one and two years’ 
time, with sixty days in which to close. He 
went to Little Rock within ten days after the 
advance was made, examined the mine, seemed 
to be satisfied, but at the same time 

BEFUSED TO PUT UP MACHINERY, 

etc., the incumbrance being too heavy. Laflin, 
when he went down, had taken a large number 
of ore-sacks along, kor the purpose of shipping 
the product of the mine to St. Louis, Chicago, 
and other points, and hoped to receive returns 
at once from the investment be had made, but 
he was surprised to learn that Tichenor had no 
authority to ship a pound of the ore until a sum 
of $10,000-was paid down. This was a contin- 
gency which Mr. Laflin had not anticipated, and 
the result was that he found himself unable to 
move iv the matter, as be did not feel that he 
could make any farther payments of cash. 

At the end of the sixty days’ option time, Mr. 
Laflin demanded to be reimbursed to the ex- 
tent of the advances he had made, the original 
$1,000, and something like $400 or 8500 addi- 
tional which be had put up at odd times. He 
knew the Kellogg Mine to be valuable, but he 
recognized the fact that it would cost too much 
money to develop it. 

But his friend lichenor was not to be brought 
about as readily as he supposed. He was very 
sorry that he could not pay him back — then; 
he would have to be lenient, and walt until he 
could sell some other property which he bad on 


nand. Of course, as there was no otber redress, 


Mr. Laflin was obliged to take what he could get. 
This was in October, 1877. For the ensuing 
six months nothing was done, although Mr. 
Laflin repeatedly dunned Tichevor for the 
money, and at the same time threatened to be- 
in an action against the speculator for fraud. 
To this, of course, Tichenor only replied vith a 
chuckle, and told bim to go right on and begin 
his legal proceedings; be wasn’t afraid. 
Tichenor, it seems, finding that there was no 
market in Chicago for the Kellogg Mine, went 
to Cleveland, in the spring of 1878, and inter- 
ested gentlemen there. The story he himself 
tells is that the Cleveland parties agreed to put 
in $50,000, allow him to retain one-fifth interest, 
put up machinery this fall, and begin working 
on a large scale. How true this story is cannot 
be stated, but it may be said that, providing the 
statement is true, the Cleveland parties have 
not proved themselves very able or experienced 


financiers. 
The chief interest in the recital of the opera- 


tions of Col. Tichenor do not lie in the 
attempted sale of the Kellogg Mine. 
This was but a side speculation, as 
subsequent events proved, whereby he 


was busily working up a scheme which, for 
„ magutticence.“ should eclipse any other min- 
ing operation of late years, and which in the 
end has proved to be one of the boldest at- 
tempts at plunaer that has been attempted in 
a generally recognized bright business commu- 
nity like Chicago. At this time (the spring of 
1878) Tichenor succeeded in selling a one-half 
interest in @ lead and silver mine in Severe 
County, Arkansas, twenty or twenty-five miles 
trom Hot Springs, td Diamond Joe Revnolds, 
of Chicago. Tichenor said he received $15,000 
cash on this venture, and this enabled him to 
lay the foundation of his supreme swindle, 
which has only just been nipped. Tichenor had 
originated a plan whereby he saw be could 
make a great speculation. Ne knew well 
enough that the general public can be 
gulied whenever a sharper comes along, 
and ean tell a plausible tie, no matter 
what it is about. He knew the country about 
Little Rock pretty well, and was convinced that 
if he could get bold of some land, and should 
sink shafts and get out rock, he could show 
that it was the most precious ore in exist- 
ence. Having sold the other mine to Diamond 
Joe for $15, Tichenor went up to Little 
Rock and bought two ay tracts, one in 
Sec. 22, the other in Sed. 27, Township 1 North. 
Range 12 West, the same about two 
ae one-balf miles west of Little Rock, Ark.,

OPEN UP THE NEW VENTURE. 
Two shafts were sunk on the two forties, one 


of which was called the Arkansas King and the 
other the Mountain Queen. The were 
put down about fifty feet on each lode, and 
drifts run tifteen to Pipe feet in opposite di- 
rections. From these shafts there were taken 
out fully 150 tons of what he called decom- 
posed gold-quartz. Having reached a depth of 
fifty feet, active operations Were suspended, the 
mines left in enarge of workmen, and Tichenor 
once more made his appearance in Chicago. 
As soon as he reached here, he announced in 
strictest confidence to bis acquaintances that he 
had found the most extensive gold deposit, in 
all probability, that ever Diessed a prospector. 
It was, to follow his description, 300 yards 
wide and fully 400 yards long. It was the most 
stupendous find of the age; the supremest 
gold deposit on the American Continent. There- 


was, he told a friend one day, enough gold in 
that mine to pay the national debt, then 
leave fortunes for the lucky owuers.“ He did 


pot want it understood that he was anxious to 
sell; not at all; he had come to Chicago simply 
to look about for machinery. The new mine 
had, in all probability, made him the richest 
man on God's green earth; even Mackey’s no- 
torious income of $160 a second was nothing to 
what was in store for him. This was about the 
time of the yellow-fever outbreak, and he said 

while he had come to look up machinery, he had 
also taken advantage ot the opportunity to bring 
his family out of the country and keep them a 
few months In the North. 

The big stories of Tichenor regarding the 
marvelous deposits which ne had been so for- 
tunate as to strike had excited the cupidity of 
certain persons in Chicago. The story was pass- 
ed from mouth to mouth amongst a select few, 
and each one who heard it was, of course, only 
too avxious to get a finger inthe pie. First this 
one was sdlicitous, then that one, and at last, 
after much urging, he conseuted to part with 
one-fifth interest in ove of the forties—the one 
on Sec. 

Shortly after his arrival here, it appears, 
Tichevor bad disposed of a smali interest in the 
Mountain Queen to Fred Smith and a Mr. Mason, 
in the Globe Insurance Company’s Chica- 
go office, together with a young banker trom 
St. Paul. ow these parties had consented 
to make the investment—something like $3,000 
—does not fully appear, beyond the fact that 
they went tothe mines, got some of the ore, 
had it assayed, and were satisfied that it yielded 
richly. As soon as this was done, Smith was 
one of the most active in pushing the Tichenor 
enterprise. It might be stated here that, sub- 
sequently, One of the trio saw best to sell out 
his claim in this rich strike, and disposed of it 
to a young Chicagoan named Miller, who has 
had experience enouch in bubbles to make him 

SUSPICIOUS OF SUCH ENTERPRISES, 
but who failed to have his eyes open to the na- 
ture of the bait that was beld up for him this 
time. 

Tichenor, in August, at the Palmer House, 
made the acquaintance of Mr. Tnomas D. Ran- 
dall, of Calumet avenue, who had the reputa- 
tion of beinga mining expert, in gold-quartz 
particularly. Randall got wind of the bonanza 
strike. examined ‘Tichenor’s ores at the Palmer 
House, read assays which had been made by Mar- 
riner, of Chicago, showing from fifty-five to sixty- 
five ounces gold per ton, or 81, 100 to $1,300, and 
talked with Smith. Randall became deeply in- 
terested, and asked the privilege of making an 
examination of the mine., He became fairly 
frantic over the glowing description, and, as 
Tichenor bad assured bim and others with 
whom he talked that there was an unending 
amount of this $1,200 ore in the land in question, 
—there being a perfect mountain of it, and all 
of equal richvess,—Randall couid vot contain 
himself with the prospect before him of becom- 
ing a part owner in the bonanza that fairly out- 
rivals the great ore-producers of Nevada. 

Secing that Randall was more than favorably 
impressed, Tichenor finally gave way and par- 
tially consented—like the coy old flirt he was— 
to part with alittle slice as a special favor. 
Randal! hunted around, and said if he could go 
down and sec the mines he could get all the 
capital that was required,—any amount of it,— 
providing he would let him (Randall) in on the 
ground floor. Tichenor proposed that they 
should go to the mines, and started in August. 
They got some of the ores, and Randall re- 
ported to those who were mterested—including 
Matthew Laflin, Eldridge & Weaver, of South 
Water street; Andrew Warren, of Austin, III., 
and others—that it was a perfect bonanza; in fact, 
be had found ita vast deposit. of decom posed gold 

uartz, and he had purchased a filth interest, 
this, of course, had the ¢lfect to satisfy the 
friends, who wanted to goin and get some of 
the auriferous gravy, thatit was a genuine 
„ find,” and that notoing Hke it had ever before 
come to hght. 1

EVERYTHING WAS GOING .ON SWIMMINGLY. 
Parties who had gone down to view the mine 
had come back with great.and fairly unbelieva- 
able stories as to its rictmess. But as these 
statements were borne our by the assays which 
were made, there didnt appear to be any 
reason why doubt shouldbe thrown upon the 
reliability of the venture Pound after pound 
of the ore had becn sent to a Chicago assayer, 
one Marriner, who is kvewn to be one of the 
best chemists vf the Northwest, and by bim 
assay after assay Was ma These all showed 
similar results, and the tact stood patent that 
the gold did come from the rock assayed. 

The “good luck” whith had overtaken the 
parties who had invested caused them to begin 
a more thorough investigation. 

On the evening of Odct,.15, while discussing 
the merits of the .gold mines in the Paimer 
House rotunda with Maj. James M. Murphy, the 
latter, who had not fallen lu witu the current belief 
that this fabulous bonanza had been struck, put 
the question point blank to ‘Lichenor why, if he 
had such deposits of gold in sight, did he not 
ship several:hundred tons to reduction works at 
St. Louis, Newark, and other points, and then 
work the mine on his own account with the pro- 
ceeds! Tichenor had been gompiaining that he 
was short of funds, and it was to draw him out 
on this point that Maj. Murphy bad asked this 
interrogatory. 

Tichenor replied that he preferred to sell an 
interest to some live men, and let them assist in 
opening up the mines. There was enough for 
ali, he said. He said he knew his mines were 
vaiuable, and if people didn’t want to take his 
word they needn’t invest. 

About this time ugly rumors began to float. 
A gentleman named A. W. Kellogg, former 
Secretary of the Chicago Miving Exchange, 
hearing of the rich mines, was desirous to get 
into tue bonanza for himself and friends. He 
went to Little Rock with Tichenor, Andrew 
Warren, N. D. Eldredge, and others, and ex- 
amined the mines. Kellogg procured specimens 
from the shaft and dump of both mines, took 
them to Little Rock, and, stopping at the Capi- 
tal Hotel, he and his friend Warren sorted the 
specimens; mixed them  indiscriminate- 
ly; divided the mass into quarters; 
and placed one-balf in a box, which was 
at once shipped to Chicago by express. 
The remaining half was placed in a box and left 
in a bureau in the room at the hotel the next 
day when the party went out to examine tbe 
Kellogg Mine. Ticebnor deelined going at the 
last moment. He sent his Superintendent; and 
himself remained in town. 

When the ores shipped by express direct to 
Marriner were assayed, they did not show a trace 
of gold. When the ores which were left in the 
room twenty-four hours were subsequently as- 
sayed they rau 8800 to $1,000 per ton!

When Tichenor was questioned as to the char- 
acter of the gold ore, he stated that it was 
ö gold, a thing never heard of in mm- 

THE MAN TICHENOR, 

who engineered this wonderful mining scheme, 
has an interesting record. He was born in New 
York State. When about 18 years of age he 
went to Wisconsin. During the oil excitement 
in Pennsylvania, he made a “discovery” of 
petroleum on a piece of land he owne 
Sparta, Wis. It was sold to a company in Sparta, 
and immediately afterwards Tichenor went 
West. It was subsequently found that the oll- 
well was a handsomely ‘ salted” soring. 

The next heard of Tichenor was in 1873, when 
he brought a mine to notice in Camp Flovd dis- 
trict, Utah. It was owned by Maj. Woolley 
Post-Trader at Fort D. A. Russell, who bonded 
it — bes The latter went to New Orleans 
and organized a company to buy the mine, and 
cleared thereby $25,000. This he did largely on 
the strength of a silver brick which 
be bought in Chicago from Adam Smith, and 
Which he represented as coming trom this par- 
ticular Utah mine, when in fact it was the product 
of another lode. When an investigation of the 
mine was made, it was found that it did not 
come up to the representations, aud the reports 
- the experts had whitewashed the whole af- 

air. 

It is also reported that Tichenor salted atin 
mine in Missouri and realized handsomely on it. 

As soon as Tichenor, who was still iu Little 
Rock, heard of the outcome of the last Chicago 
investigations, and the positive proof that it 
had been discovered that his attempt to swindle 
to an enormous amount had failed (for there 
was capital to the extent of a half million ready 
to ivvest had the reports deen favor- 
able), he neglected to return to Chi- 
cago. The lawyer and his friend, to- 
gether with Mallory and Myers, returned 
last Thursday night. The following day a 
friend of Tichenor’s named Reardon reached 
Chicago, reported that the latter was sick in 
St. Louis, and would be here in a few days. 
Saturday morning Reardon left the Palmer 
House with Mrs. henor and her two children. 
Saturday evening a telegram was received for 
Mrs. Ticbenor. It was sent from Kansas City, 
signed Nixon,”’ and instructed her to leave at 
once for Kansas City. This shows that the par- 
ties have taken a westward flight.

Buck Reardon, of Little Rock, Superintendent 
and mining engineer for Tichenor up to date. 

Creed Walker, of Little Rock, Ark., Cashier 
of the German National Bank and co-operating 
with Tichenor in procuring mineral lands, etc., 
and, it is alleged, dividing the profits. 

W. E. Lowne, of Cleveland, O., acting as at- 
torney and adviser of Tichenor for three weeks 
at the Palmer House, and co-operating with 
Randall and Laflin in introducing parties to in- 
vest. 

John C. Ottinger, of Chicago, acting the part 
of mining expert and broker fur Tichenor. He 
took great pleasure in recommending the 
valuable mines, assuring his friends he knew 
from personal experience that there was a vast 
deposit Of gold quartz. etc., and from his in- 
vestigations knew there was millions in it.”

Tully submitted an order directing the 
transfer of $8,500, appropriated fora schooi site 
at Thirtv-fifth and Wallace streets, in order to 
purchase a site and erect a building on Lime street 
near Haleted. An amendment of Ald. Tuley to 
refer to the Board of Education was laid on the 
table.

The same Alderman submitted an order, which 
was ed, directing the Department of Public 
Works to furnish information as to whether Snell, 
owner of the Northwestern plank road, paid 
any revenue to the city, and whether he or the 
city keeps the road in repair from North avenue to 
Western avenue. 

Aid. Ryan introduced a resolution directing the 
Department of Public Works not toaward con- 
tracts for sewers to contractors who have not paid 
their laborers. It was referred to the Committee 
on Judiciary. 

Ald. Daly presented a resointion giving Ald. 
McNally of the Seventh the long term, he having 
received the highest number of votes, and Ald. 
Riordan the short one. It was referred to the 
Committee on Elections.

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HENRY GREENEBAUM. 
ELIAS’ TESTIMONY CONTINUED. 

The tedious, Jong-drawn out trial of Henry 
Greenebaum was resumed in Justice D'Wolf’s 
Court yesterday morning. 

Elias Greenebaum, who has been upon the wit- 
ness-stand for about a week, was recalied, and 
was questioned further upon the affairs of the 
German Savings Bank by Col. Juessen in his 
cross-examination. The transactions of the firma 
of Henry Greenebaum & Co., of Chicago, Greene- 
baum Bros. & Co., of New York, and the German 
Savings Bank of this city, were so interwoven 
with each other that it was extremely difficult to 
keep them apart or distinguish one from another. 
Dec. 14, 1877, the books showed that $5,000 in 
West Park bonds were taken out, and the 
same amount charged to the bank. Col, 
Juessen endeavored to find out whether the 
amount paid over to the bank, and afterward en- 
tered as paid out to. depositors, was in cash, or 
whether it was in real estate and notes. The wit- 
ness said it was possible that the latter was a fact. 
but if it was so he did not know it. He was asked 
to look at the entry of the Ward note upon the 
book. This note, it had been previously noted 
in the trial, was confounded with a note given to 
tne bank by Henry Greenebaum inthe transposi- 
tion of the numbers. The books showed than Jan. 
18, 1875, there was an interest account credited to 
George H. Ward of $4,000; November, 1875, 
$5,000; Aug. 8, 1876, interest account on $50, - 
000, $2,000; April 1. 1877. $9, 000; Nov. 19, 1877, 
interest on three notes, $7, 865.32. Witness further 
showed the Court entries made ata later date, re- 
ferring to the Ward note of $50,000, which was 
entered inthe investment account. An attempt 
was made to sell these notes—to Marshall Field 
and to Mr. Sheldon—in order to raise money upon 
them for the bank, but, failing in this, the entry 
was inverted and made upon the other side. 

The object of Col. Juessen in bringing out the 
facts concerning the Ward- note transaction was to 
bring out the fact that — Greenebaum had 
taken out the Ward note with its accompanying se- 
curities for the purpose of negotiating the same, 
and had left in their place his own note, with no 
security, all the time that he was trying to negotiate 
the paper. in order to negotiate this Ward paver. 
it Was necessary that the interest shouid be paid 
up and entered upon the books. In transferring 
the entries of the Greenebaum and the 
Ward notes. a mistake had been made. 
The number of the Greenedaum note had been 
written down, ard then it appeared it was dis- 
covered that the Ward note should go in that entry, 
and it was forgotten to change the numbers; con- 
sequentiy the Ward note appeared with the nam- 
ber of the Greenebaum note instead of its own. 

The counsel for the prosecution brought out of the 
witness that Henry Greenebaum had paid the in- 
terest upon the Ward note himescif, in trying to 
show that Henry Greenebaum had used the Ward 
note for his own persona! advantage, instead of 
for the interest of the bank. Witness hada de-

Had 
bad a conversation with him, in which Weber told 
him that if Henry Greenebaum did not compro- 
mise in the matters concerning the German 
Savings Bank he would send him to Joliet. 

Louis Elie! testified substantially to the same 
thing in regard to the German National Bank, in 
which Mr. Weber claimed that Mr. Greenedaum 
bad made a great many errors. Witness did not 
remember that he had said to Mr. Weber that Mr. 
Greenebaum had lied to all of them, and 
had been robbing all of them. Mr. Weber 
told witness that Henry Greenebaum had 
been making false entries, had withdrawn good se- 
curities and substituted worthless paper, and that 
he had been lying to the stockholders and robbing 
them. Witness told Mr. Weber that if he could 

rove these things, Henry Greenebaum had been 

ying to them and robbing them. 

ABRAHAM WISE 

was recalled, and teétified as to what he knew of 
the twenty-five West Park bonds which were held 
in New York. Henry Greenecaum had told wit- 
ness that he would place nis own paper in the bank 
to secure it against any loss on the mortgage. The 
note was placed in the bank Nov. 20, 1877, and 
was indorsed by him and made payable to bis own 
order. About this time, witness knew that Henry 
Greenebaum dia prise two or three mortgages of 
88. 000 or $10, 000 to secure money for the ‘* insti- 
tution of Henry Greenebaum & Co.“

THE COUNTY BOARD. 
THE CITIZENS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The regular weekly meeting of the County 
Board was held yesterday afternoon, all of the 
members being present except Mr. Tabor. 

The following communication was read from the 
Citizens’ Association, which explains itself. It 
was addressed to the County Clerk, and signed 
by the Secretary of the Association:

and the tnevitabie conclusio to the advisability of 
the people giving authority ake a loan for that 
purpose. 

To satisfy themselves and their constituents on this 
point would require s yey | minute and exhaustive in- 
vestigation of the county Onances so as to bring to their 
knowledge the details of all expenditures made, noc 
only on the Court-House building, but for other pur- 
poses, for some years past. Such an examination could 
not. they believe, be made during the comparatively 
short time that intervenes before the election on Ney. 
5. Any partial investigation would be unsatisfactory 
to them, and valculated to misiead the public. 

The subjects of such an examination are now partly 
before the peopie through the press and in the publish 
ed address of Commissioner Senne to the County Board 
on Monday. It is probable that sufficient information 
will be elicited from these and subsequent publications 
to enable the legal voters to judge of the propriecy of 
authorizing the proposed loan. 

Had the request by the Commissioners been made at 
an earlier date, the Exeentive Committee would have 
fell justified in accedigg to their wishes, if, in their 
expression, they had ewbraced a full and free investi- 
gation, en as they suggested above. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, after the reading, moved that it 
be laid over temporarily, and in the dispute which 
followed it was impossible to tell what became of 
the motion or the paper itself. 

COMPLAINTS. 

Mr. A. C. Story. from the Democratic Central 
Committee, presented complaint that the officers 
of registration had not been notified of their av- 
pomtment, etc. He spoke at some length on the 
subject, in which he attempted to charge the de- 
linqueney on the County Clerk, but before he got 
through it turned out that Sheriff Kern was the 
person really to blame, whose duty it was to send 
out the necessary notaces, and that he had failed 
to do it.

THE RAILROADS. 


WARLIKE ASPECTS. 

The next regular meeting of the Southwest- 
ern Railway Association, which will be held at 
the Grand Pacific Hotel in this city to-morrow, 
promises to be of more thay ordinary impor- 
tance. The report that the Wabash and Canada 
Southern Railroads had made a contract with a 
prominent firm of Kansas City for a large 
amount of beef and pork products at a reduc- 
tion of 10 cents from the regular rate will be 
fuily investigated. This matter has stirred up 
a great deal of bad blood. The managers and 
Officials of the accused roads deny that the 
have made such contract, but the firm wit 
whom the contract is said to have been made— 


Messrs. Plankington & Armour—claim that. 


such a contract has been entered into. It is be- 
lieved that Vanderbilt has been at the bottom 
of the affair. Ali the Western roads except 
the Wabash and Canada Southern are included 
in the new pooling arrangement, which 

ves these roads, virtually controlled by 

anderbilt an undue advantage. The Wabash 
and Canada Southern, in connection with the 
New York Central, could control a large por- 
tion of the Western business, the latter thus 
getting that much ahead of the other trunk 
tines. The managers of the Southwestern Rail- 
road Association are determined to prevent the 
earrving out of the contract alleged to have 
been made by the above lines. Commissioner 
Midgley has apportioned the East-bound busi- 
ness from Kansas City in such a manner as to 
prevent these roads from appropriating it to 
themselves. But it is not believed that this 
action will nave the desired effect, as the roads 
are ready to pay the full rates on the business 
going over the roads belonging to the Associa- 
tion. An attempt will probably be made at to- 
morrow’s meeting to raise the rates to such fig- 
ures as will make the carrying vut of the con- 
tract unprofitable. 

This difficulty also has its effect on the pro- 
posed East-bound pool from Western points, 
and to it may be ascribed in a great meas- 
ure the failure of a pooling arrangement 
from Chicago thus far. The managers of 
the roads not controlled by Vanderbilt seem to 
be afraid to trust bim, believing that he is not 
sincere in his desire to have a pool formed, and 
that he is merely advocating it to further his 
own ends. The conviction is becoming stronger 
every day that an East-bound pooling arrange- 
ment cannot be made to work successfully un- 
less every point in the West east of the Missis- 
sippi is included in the combination. The leay- 
ing out of some points gives tne roads from 
those piaces an opportunity to cut the regular 
tariff rates, and thus force the roads in the pool 
to make similar rates for their own protection. 
It is generally believed among railroad men that 
it will be impossibie to carry out an East-bound 
pool on the plan proposed, and it is predicted 
that before long the roads will be at war again 
with each other.

The earniugs have been such that the Receiver 
has been enabled to pay off the floating debt 
and greatly improve the equipment of the line. 


The rumors which have been current for some 
time past that trouble has arisen between the 
Chicago & Kastern Illinois and the Vandalia 
lines in regard to the -8t. Louis business, and 
that the former has made, or ie about to make, 
a new arrangement with the Indianapolis & 
St. Louis, are denied by the managers of these 
roads. The managers of the Chicago & Eastern 
Illinois claim that the best of fecling exists be- 
tween their road aud the Vandalia Line, and 
thatthey carry a fair share of the St. Louis 
business. 


Mr. T. B. Blackstone, President, Mr. J. C. 
McMullin, General Manager, and ten others in- 
terested in the Chicago & Alton Railroad, re- 
turned from atrip over their lines and West- 
ern connections yesterday. Messrs. Blackstone 
and McMullin speak very enthusiastically of the 
prosvects of their new extension from Mexico 
to Kansas City. The section of country through 
which it runs, they say, is one of the most pro- 
ductive of Missouri, and all that was wanted to 
more fully develup it was a railroad. The 
people thereabouts appreciate the fact that 
they will have one at last, and the reception of 
the officials of the road was most enthusiastic 
along the whole route. The road is now 
finished to Marshall, Mo., and trains commenced 
to run to that point yesterday. The road from 
Marshall to Kausas City is graded and ready for 
the iron. The entire line is exvected to be 
finished aboutJan. 1, 1879. Mr. Blackstone and 
party went west as far as Salt Luke City.

At the same 
time Mr. A. N. Towne, General Superintend- 
ent, has been made General Manager of the 
Pacific Road, which includes the Southern 
Pacific, the California, the Central, and ali 
branch roads. This is a position specially 
created for bim. In his place Mr. John C. Corn- 
ing, former Assistant General Superintendent, 
has been appointed General Suverintendent, 
and Mr. Fillmore, who had charge of the Sacra- 
mento Division of the Central, has been ap- 
pointed Assistant General Superintendent.
